In November (1764) Mr Wiikes was 
outlawed, and here the affair dropped, 
But the outlawry being reverfed on the 
8th of June 1768, the court of common 
pleas was moved on the aoth of that 
month, that Mr Wilkes might have 
leave to revive his eaufe, which was ac~ 

cordingly granted foon after. 
At la(t the trial came on in the court of 
common pleas, Nov. 10, 1769, before the 
4h Lord 
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Lord Chief Juftice Wilmot. Serj. Glynn 
opened the caufe, andin a very elegant 
and {pirited manner, explained the un- 
conftitutional nature of the injury. He 
was anfwered by Serj. Whitaker, who 
endeavoured to prove, that what the de- 
fendant did, was not of that unconftitu- 
tional nature as had been reprefented, 
but that it was merely official, and au- 
thorifed by an invariable fucceflion of 
precedents from the earlieft times. 

Lords Weymouth and Rochford were 
fubpoene’d. As foon as the court was o- 
pened, they defired to be difpatched, as 
it was pott-day. Ou which Serj. Glynn 
ziked them, if they had the genera! war- 
rant in their poflefion, granted by Lord 
Halifax to feize Mr Wilkes’s papers? and 
on their anfwering in the negative, Serj. 
Glynn told, ihat was all he wanted to 
know of them; and they retired. 

Mr Blackmore, one of the King’s mef- 
fengers, was the firft perfon examined; 
and honettly confeiled, that upon Mr 
Wilkes’s refufing to him the keys of his 
bureau, he, agreable to his orders, pickt 
the lock, and fwept away every paper he 
found. 

Earl Temple was about half an bour 
under examination, relative to his being 
refuied admittance to Mr Wilkes, when 
in the tower. 

Matthew Browne, who was fervant to 
Mr Wilkes at the time his bhoufe was 
rifled, and was to have been examined on 
the trial in behalf of his mafter, was by 
fome unaccountable means kept out of the 
wav. 

The counfel for the plaintith were Serj. 
Glynn, Serj. Legh, Count. Lee, and 
Mr Davenport. For the defendant, 
Serj. Whitaker, Serj. Davy, Serj. Nares, 
and Mr Waliis. 

The jury, after a moft excellent charge 
given by the Lord Chief Juttive, to give 
fiberal but not exceffive damages, found a 
verdi®t for the plaintitf, with 4000 |. da- 
lliiayes. 

The verdi& was much lef than the 
friends of the plaintiff expected; and fo 
tittle to the fatisfagtion of the populace, 
that the jurymen were obliged to withe 
draw privately, for fear of being infult- 
ed. It is reported that they were much 
divided ; fome being for more, fome for 
leis; but it feems to have operated 
in fome meafore, that by the minnte- 
hook of the Treafury his Majefty’s plea- 
fure had been fignified, that all expences 
sacurred in coniequence of actions or per-

fecutions relative to this affair, thould be 
defrayed by the crown; and that as 9 
farther fecurity to the Earl of Halifay his 
Laidthip had, previous to his refiguation 
in 1765, obtained a privy feal, that is, 
a warrant, figned by the Lord Privy 
Seal, by way of indemnification for what. 
ever damages Mr Wilkes thould reco. 
ver, which warrant was figned by his 
Grace of Marlborough, who then held the 
office. 

Some altercation is faicd to have happens 
ed in court between Col. Orflow, and q 
very popular Serjeant, of which the judge 
exprefied his diflike in very fignificant 
terms, and threatened difmifling the court 
upon a like offence. His Lordthip’s be. 
haviour throughout the whole of this 
very delicate affair, gave general fatit. 
fagtion. Nothing could exceed his Lord. 
fhip’s impartiality in fumming up the eri- 
dence, nor any thing be pronounced 
more fpirited. The damages were laid 
for 20,000}, but it bas been faid, that it 
is better for Mr Wilkes that the jury 
gave but 4oool. becaule the latter he 
may recover, bat the former might have 
been thought exceffive. 

On Monday, Nov. 27. the proper of- 
ficer from the exchequer, waited on Mr 
Witkes in the king’--bench prifon, paid 
nim the gcool. adjudged to him by the 
above verdici, and took his receipt.

\ AY it pleafe your Lordihip, and you 
AVE Gentiemen of the Jury, I am countel 
for the defendant, againit whom Me 
Wilkes has brought this action, in order 
to recover damages for the injurv he has 
fuftained during an impr.ifonment for four 
days, under an illegal general werrant. 
Thiele warrants have been declared by 
the mott folemn authority, to be contrary 
tolaw; mvyclient fubmts bimfelf with 
ehearfulneis and re{fpe& to that decifion 
which bas condemned them. There ts 
fearce a fingle perion in the kingdom, 
who is ignorant of the determination in 
the courts of law in the affuir of general 
warrants; nor is there the leaft probabi- 
lity that any future miniiter will dare to 
iilue them. What emolument then can 
the public receive from this action 2 With 
what public fpirited view does Wilkes 
demand a pecuniary indemnification for 
hiunfelf? Willi he confider himfelf as a 
tru{tee for the public ? Does ne intend to 
build a church, or to raile an altar to Li- 
berty, with the money which he expects 
you {hould give him in damages ? I think 
I fee reajon to doubt that he aéts with fo 
difinterefted a view for the public good, 
fince my learned brother has told you in 
his opening, and has attempted to pro- 
Cuce evidence to you, thet the fine he 
expects fiom vou will be levied, not upon 
Lord Halifax’s private fortune, but from 
the public treafury. He who brings this 
action merely for the fake of the pubtic, 
will take this money from the earnings 
of the induttrions poor. What imminent 
danger now calls Wilkes out to be the 
public champion ? Mr B. another patriot, 
has already {tood in the gap, and in the 
coufe of Liberty already received 15001. 
of the pudiic money. So much for the 
danger to which the nation has been ex- 
poled by the exercife of general warrants. 
Let us now examine the injury which Mr 
Wilkes in particular has received from 
them: in afcertaining thefe damages the 
jury are to examine as by a writ of inquiry, 
not as an indignant jury, as my learned 
brother attempts to direst them. The

ditference arifing to Mr Wilkes from be- 
int teken up by a legal warrant, or by 
this warrant, is to be contidered, and on 
that he is to be indemnified: what fa- 
vourable or unfavourable events have oc~ 
curred to Mr Wilkes, arifing trom his 
own conduct, whether proper or impro- 
per, it does not become us to confider 3 
as thefe changes of fortune can with no 
propriety be attributed to the figning the 
general warrant, neither can an indem- 
nification with any juttice be demanded 
of Lerd Halifax for them. 

Mr W: kes voluntarily withdrew him 
felfinto France; he wasnot banilhed bv, 
or in comequence of this warrant. Ags 
my Lord Halifax was not the caufe of his 
migration from this country, fo neither 
did he take advantape of his abfence. 
We mivht have brought this fuit to a very 
{ort period; we might have demurred to 
his outlawry, and have had judgement, of 
courle, in our favour. But this advane- 
tage his Lordthip difUained to take. We 
waited with patience till the outlawry 
was reveried; we then hoped the caufe 
would have been heard with all poffible 
expedition ; but, by the plaintiff’s blune 
dering in not giving aterm’s notice aftere 
wards, by the rules of this court the 
caule could not be heard. The plaintiff 
never defired the Noble Peer, my client, 
to wave his privilege, as its the conftant 
cuftom in fuch cafes, nor did he apply to 
the houfe of Lords, who would have 
compelled the defendant to have waved 
his privilege. 

There is now in court the ftrongeft 
proof, that the defendant cannot juftly 
be charged with procraftinating this tri- 
al; you yourfelvex, Gentlemen of the 
Jurv, were imosnnelled to try this caufe 
by the undere{heriff, who is attorney in 
the caufe, and therefore it was in his 
Lordihip’s power to take exceptions to e- 
very one of you; but his Lordihip was 
far from entertaining any fuch defign ; 
he is happy in having tuch difintereited 
judges of his behaviour in regard to Mr 
Wilkes, of which I fhall now pive youa 
very fhort account, and [ thall eftablifh 
it by incontrovertible evidence, 

When it was thought proper by the 
povernment to animadvert upon the au- 
thors of a political writing, and to ex:- 
mine Mr Wilkes with refpe4t to it, Lord 
Halifax fent a mefi-ge t» Mr Wilkes, 
defiring to fpeak to him; was that a 
proof of private enmity to Mr Wilkes ? 
Upon Mr Wilkes’s refufing oe coingly

with this meflage, it was thought proper 
to arreft him; but the officer employed 
for that purpofe was commanded to treat 
him with all pofible civility. Before it 
was mentioned to Lord Halifax that or- 
ders were given to iflue a writ of Habeas 
corpus, Mr Wilkes was fent to the 
Tower. It will appear to you, that the 
general warrant wes not framed by Lord 
Ha'ifax for the purpefe of opprefing Mr 
Wilkes. It will appear, that Lord Hali- 
fax objefted to the form of it, and re- 
fufed to fign it, till he was affured that 
it had been the conftant form handed 
cown from almoft time immemorial ; ufed 
by the favourites of the people, and true 
friends of the cenftitution ; approved 
and confirmed by the then law-officers of 
the crown. 

It would be an enormous appravation 
of his Lord{hip’s offence, if either the 
general warrant, Or the warrant of com- 
mitment to the Tower, bad been of bis 
Lordfhip’s coinage, and frefh from the 
mint; but vou will find, that the latter, 
as well as the former, had pafied through 
the mott refpe@able hands. And as foon 
as he was informed of the unexpected 
ule that he? beeo made of his warrant, 
to excluce Mr Wilkes’s friends from fee- 
ing him, he immediately wrote a general 
order to the lieutenant of the tower, to 
admit every perfon that Mr Wiikes 
inight be willing to fee. Whatever may 
fince have occefioned fuch a change in 
Mr Wilkes’s fentiments, the condu& of 
his Lordfhip was fo fatisfattory to Mr 
Wilkes at that time, that foon after he 
was diftharged from confiwement, he 
confetied that Lord Halifax had beliaved 
to him in a manner becoming a gentle- 
man; and even exprefied fome gratitude 
for his Lordfhip’s civility. That bis Lord- 
thip, who was not bred a Jawyer, nor 
inquiring judicially into the merits of ge- 
neral warrants, fhould be mittaken in his 
idea of the propriety of them, ought not 
to appe:r furprifing to you, when you are 
told, that thele warrantshave made their 
appeecrance uncenfured in Weftminfler 
hall, ard that my Lord Chief Juftice 
Holt himfelf had taken bail wpon them. 
I utterly deny, that the practice of oifice 
could entirely juftify bis Lordthip’s con- 
du& ; but Iam perfuaded that it requires 
very few words to convince-you to what 
a degree it extenuates the offence. What 
punithment. you fhall think proper to in- 
fiict vpon his Lordfhip, by your fine, or 
rather what damages to allot Mr Wilkes

for his fuffering, I fhall not pretend to 
fuggeft to you. 


He charges, for damage 
done to his houfe, under the general

My Lords, and Gentlemen of the Fury, 
you have heard the argument whica 
the counlel for the defendant makes 
ufe of, to lefien the damages which my 
client has laid in his declaration again 
the Earl of Halifax; but, notwithftand. 
ing the ingenuity with which the cafe 
has been flated, I differ entirely both 
from Mr Serjeant Whitaker’s own efti. 
maie, and that which he has calculated 
for me. 

With refpe& to the meafure of da- 
mages, I do not defire you, Gentlemen 
of the Juryy to exert a headflrong blind 
indignation, but I aflert vengeance en 
thofe who have injured the laws of your 
country to be the proper obje@ of your 
in.ignant foirits, and which call on you 
to make the mott liberal, and, at the 
fame time, the moit confiderate appre- 
tiation of the wrongs thole Jaws have 
fuftained. What the confequence might 
be to Mr Wilkes, from the natural ten- 
dency of the meafures purfued by the 
Noble Lord, not what damage adiually 
did attend them, is highly proper and 
neceflarv for your confideration. That 
thefe effeés did not follow, Mr Wilkes 
is not in the lea(t degree indebted to the 
humanity of the Noble defendant, any 
nore than he is to his Lordthip’s candour, 
for this extortion of juitice by the vore 
of a kingdom. It is not for intereft he 
brings this action, but to deter, by n° 
fmall damapes, future minifters from 
porfuing meafures which they find have 
led their prececeffors to ruin ; and by n¢ 
finall damages are minifters to be tertls 
fied; and few men, in whole revolving 
ages, can be found, who dare oppole 
themfelves to the forces of tyranny, @° 
whofe fingle breafts contain ihe Spirit “ 
nations. And it is to the high, firm

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Jately reveried; and we have now, after 
all the nnavoidable delays of law, afli(t- 
ed by the authority of privilege, happily 
brought this delinquent to anfwer to you 
for his conduct, and to make fome fatif- 
faction for his injuttice. 

I am charged with attribating to my 
Lord Halifax perfonal malice againit Me 
Wilkes, without proof. The idea the 
law has annexed to malice, is a depraved 
mind, exerting itfelf again{t perfons who 
have really otiered no injury, or none ad- 
equate to the refentment kindled and 
burfting out ipto action again{t them; 
and the court always fuppotes that kind 
of malice, where no fufficient caufe of 
maltreatment appears: it mult therefore 
be either malice againtt Mr Wilkes, or 
depraved motives againtt the conititution 
itfelf, which prompted and impelled the 
Noble Peer to the enormities that have 
been difcovered, and demonftrated to 
you by the evidence equally of defendant 
and plaintiif. 

Mr Wiikes arrefted, the cuftody is al- 
moft inftantaneoufly changed, and he is 
fent with amazing expedition to ftri& 
and clofe confinement to the tower. Mr 
Webb fays, tuch dire@tions were piven 
by Lord Egremont in the prefence of 
Lord Halifax, filent and unoppofing, as 
fhocked even him; from which condu& 
we muit infer malice; and fuch malice 
appears of all fizes, in ihe piocedure of 
the defendant, as evince ins action to 
have been entirely uncer the malignane 
authority of that pailion.

A remarkable cafe, taken from am ingenious 
little work, lately publifbed, by Mr Tom- 
linfon of Birmingham, under the title of 
The Medical Miicellany. 


ON July 15. 1768, a man (fixty years 
of ape) was brought into the Bir- 
mingham town infirinary, who by faliing 
down into a draw-well ninety feet deep, 
fractured his left leg in fuch a manner, 
that from the diltance of about five inches 
below the knee, to nearly the fame {pace 
above the ancle, both bones were broke 
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in different places, and feveral portions 
feparated from each other. There was a 
very large wound through which the tibia 
protruded. The fra@ure at the upper 
part of the tibia was oblique; and I was 
fearful that the bone was fhivered or fplit 
as high as the upper condyl; but, how- 
ever, upon carefully examining, I was 
convinced that the joint was not injured. 
The fame favourable efcape happened at 
the ancle, thouph the fibula was fra@u- 
red very neae it. IT dilated the wound, 
and took out the fplinters, and laid the 
leg in as convenient a fituation as I could 
in a frafiure-box. The upper fracture 
appeared as is reprefented in the plate 
annexed. Bat the diftance between the 
bones in a tew days bec?me lefs, their 
extremities being drawn together by the 
contraétion of the mufcles. * 

The firtt graud point to be determined 
was, whether amputation fhould be perfor- 
med or not? Mliny reafons occurred on both 
fides the queiion; but the arguments for 
keeping on the iimb preponderated from 
the following conGderations. In the firft 
place, the joints were uninjured, and there 
was 00 very great contufion, and icarce any 
hemorbape; and «gain, though the ad- 
vanced ace of the patient might be urged 
as an objeficn, yet, on the other hand, 
his conititution was ftrong, and his {pirits 
remarkably good. The opinion too of 
Mont. Bilguer, in relpe& to thete cafes, 
and the remembrance of many exaniples 
quoted by authors wherein the bones bad 
been, beyond expefation, united, and 
deficiencies and lofs of fubftence funplied, 
pleaded very Rrongly in favour of our 
attempting to fave the limb; which was, 
after dve confuliation, agreed upon. 

We forefaw the trouble which this lee 
nity would bring upon us; and indeed e- 
very Cificuliv which might be expefted 
did every day prefent ifelf to us.

Yet though a_ meature 
which was generally thought injurious 
to the landed intereft, was thus adopted 
for the common prefervation of the king- 
dom, the landholders were no way pre- 
judiced in the iflue; on the contrary, 
rents {lill continued to rife, the value of 
eftates {till continued to increafe, and 
neither the tenant nor the proprietor 
expreijed the minuteft diffatisfaction. 

This obfervation the manufacturers ol 
leather urged in f{upport of their pe ition 
to parliament ; which was much oppo led 
by the lanced intereft, who were ex- 
tremely apprehenfive of fuffering not 4 
little by any new regulations in re{pec 
to an article where they were fo mnme- 
ciately concerned. 

The manufa@urers moreover obferred, 
that the price of leather had been of late 
years extravagantly enhanced, notwith- 
ftanding the commodity was one of § 
principal ftaples, and notwithitanding 
an infinite variety of mechanics were 
either remotely or immediately, atiecteds 
to fay nothing of the whole kingdom, ¢- 


very individual of which was more or lef 
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a futterer by the exorhitancy of the mar 

ket: to lower the price, therefore, a- 
mong ourfelves, and to enable our arti- 
fans to fopply the foreign demand, were 
matters of much importance: and though 
the value of hides would neceffarily be 
decrealed to the Britifh landholder, bv 
tolerating the importation of foreign 
Kins; fill, as the landholder among o- 
thers would be benefited by the reduced 
rates of the manufacture, his lofs on the 
raw material could not be confiderable ; 
efpecially as his bark, by the coniequent 
increate of the tan-yard, muit rife in the 
fame proportion that his hides were di- 
minithed. 

The reduction of leather being a bufi- 
nels of univerfal moment, the Commons 
were addrefled by a multitude of proief- 
fons, and particularly by the cordwainers 
of London ; who remarked, that ail leae 
ther tanned in Engtand was fubjeét to a 
duty of 14s. per cent. in the rough, ac- 
coding to two a&ts 9° & 10° Ano.; and 
that though government allowed a craw- 
back upon the exportation of the article 
manufactured, they thought it would be 
much better to pive up that drawback to- 
wards forming a bounty for encouraging 
the importation of raw hides; a meature 
which they were confident would prove 
io lefs advantapeous to the government, 
than efiential to the welfare of the king- 
dem. Though the propriety of the re- 
gulations here propo’ed was evident to 
many, yet the houle relieved them but 
in part: they allowed the free importa- 
tion cf raw hides, and tkins, thofe of 
horfes only excepted, from Ireland and 
tLe plantations mm America, for five years 
from June 1. 1769, provided they were 
entered at the port of importation, and 
landed in the prefence of an officer; o- 
therwife they were liable to pay duty. 

In place of the former impoft upon 
feal-fkins tanned or tawed, which {ood 
repealed from June 1. 1769, they fub- 
Kituted a duty of three halfpence per 
pound, and direéted this duty to be un- 
ver the receipt and management of the 
*xcilesofice, to be raifed and fecured in 
all felpects as the duties upon hides and 
Kins by the a& 9° Ann. They alfo al- 
lowed a drawback of one penny per pound 
On the exportation of (uch tanned or tawed 
leal- (kine, The bill concluded with a 
ont of indemnification to thofe who 
‘hould advile, or execute, his Majeity’s 
‘teers Of council, prohibiting the impor-

Tn this form 
the leather-bill received the royal aflent. 
And it may not, perhaps, be unnece(lary 
to remark here, that the manutacturers 
feem {till determined to apply for more 
amime regulations, 

Greatly, however, as the Commons 
were taken Up In Matters of a commer - 
cial nature, as well as in affairs of a po- 
litical kind, they neverthele(s found time 
to exercife their humanity, and in coms 
pliance with the wifhes of numberte/s; un- 
happy wretches languifhing within the 
gloomy walls of a prifon, an aét of infol- 
vency was determined upon for the re- 
lief of confined debtors, at the fame 
time that every poflible precaution was 
taken to prevent the fraudulent from reap- 
ing the advantage of a law which was 
wholly totended for the relief of the ua- 
fortunate. With this view, as it had 
been often cultomary fcr artful villains, 
when a bill of infolvency was in agitation, 
to throw themlelves into gaol before the 
time which wes commonly rendered ne- 
ceilary for their imprifonment, the Com- 
mons altered the ufual period, and thus 
difappointed the infamous defigns of maay 
who imtended to plunder their bonett 
creditors. ———This a& does not extend 
to Scoiland.

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The infallibility which every man of the 
Jeaft eminence in the republic of letters, 
feems to arrogate to himfe!f in the moft fine 
gular opinions; the pre-eminence which he 
claims over his antagonifts; the thame of 
retracting favourite errors, fupported by 
fallacious fophifms, and publicly promulga- 
ted; the tear of lofing a reputation obtained 
by illuGve paradoxes, and an enchanting 
ftyle; a puhilanimous deference for the 
judgement of fome writers, fearful of their 
enmity and cenfure, are commonly the mo- 
tives that induce him to perfevere to the 
end in the avowal of maxims the moft 
pernicious to fociety, againft felf-convic- 
tion. 


Rank, titles, and fame, give credit to the 
moft odious principles, and the moit pcr- 
verie notions. The multitude, who reccive 
no impreflion but from the reputation of 
thofe who govern and inftruct them, adopt, 
without daring to reflect upon, or examine 
the moft extravagant dogmas of thefe pre- 
ceptors to human nature, and are leis im- 
fluenced by their own judgement, than the 
idea thev have framed of the certainty of 
thete pedants decilions. Hence aries that con- 
tagious depravity, and thote horrid crimes, 
the progrefs of which, honour, a fentiment 
unknown to the multitude, cannot flop, 
without the auxiliary ait of a fublime mo- 
ral, and a religion calculated tor the mutual 
good of fovercigns and yations 

Powerful, formidable monarchs, who come 
mand millions of men, and invincible le- 
gions; that religion which you defpife, and 
whofe moft facred precepts you turn into 
ridicule, is, neverthelefs, the ftrongeft but- 
trefSs to vour thrones, and the mott refpeata- 
ble tie of fox iety ; the moft certain guarantee 
of your authority, and the fubordination of 
the people: it is religion that muft be re- 
tponfible for their fidelity and fervice, which 
compels them to lavuh their blood and for- 
tunes for your defence and prefervation ; by 
this, good order, peace, and harmony, are 
fupported among your fubjects, as weil as 
that fpint of coacord and univerial benevo- 
lence which unite them like one great ta- 
mily.

Cor fiderabie alterations have been mice 
in the heads or convent: prefixed to the 
chapters, as wilh eppear on inipe€ion ; 
and though the editor is unwilling to en- 
large upon the | bour beftowed by him- 
felf in this paritentir, be cannot avoid 
teking notice of the peculiar obligations, 
which both himielf and the public lie un- 
Cer to the Principal of Hertford college, 
Mr G hth of Pembroke collece, Mr 
Wheeler, Poetry Profetlor, and the late 
Warcen of New college, fo long as he 
lived lo Dear a part in ik; who with a 
prodiquous expence of time, and inex. 
prefhole fatigue to themfelves, judicioufly 
corre@ed and improved the rude and im- 
perfect draughts of the editor. 

The running titles at the top of the 
columns ineach page, how trifling a cir- 
cumftance foever it may appear, required 
no fmalldepree of thought and attention. 

Many of the proper names being left 
untranflated, whole etymolopy was ne 
cejlary to be known, in order to a more 
pertect comprehenfion of the allufions in 
the text, the tranflation of them, under 
the infpection of the above-named com- 
mittee, has been, for the benefit of the 
unlearned, fupplied in the margin. 

Some cbvious and material errors in 
the chronology have been confidered, and 
rectified. 

The marginal references, even in Bi- 
» Liova’s Bible, had, in many places, 
luffered by the inaccuracy of the prefs; 
fublequent editions had copied thole erra- 
ta, and added many others of their own ; 
fo that it became abfolutely neceilary to 
turn to and compere the feveral putlapes ; 
which has been done in every fingle in- 
fiance; and by this precaution feveral 
alle references brought to light, which 
would otherwile have paffed untufpeéted. 
Tt has been the care of the editor to rece 
tify thele, as far as he could, by criti- 
cal conjeQure, where the copies ubiver- 
faily faled bim, as they did in moft of 
the errors difcotered in Bifhop Lloyd's e- 
dition. In fome few infiences he con- 
felies himielf to have been ata lofs in

finding out the true reference, thovoh 
the corruption was manifeft in the want 
of any the moft diftant refemblance be. 
tween the paflages compared together, 
Cales of this fort indeed did not often 
eccur; fo that a very {mall number only 
of the old references are, with the func. 
tion of the committee, omitted, and 
their places more wiefully fupplied, 

It bed been fupgetted by the late 
Archbifhop of Canterbury, that an im. 
provement might be made in the prefent 
editions of the Bible, by taking in a num. 
ber of additional references, of which 
many ufcful ones, as he fappoied, might 
be furnifhed from other editions referred 
to by him, and particularly from a Scotch 
edition, of which the prefent Vice-Chan- 
cellor was kind enough to lend a copy, 
The references found in it, which were 
indeed very numerous, having been icve- 
rally turned to and examined, fuch of 
them were felected as the editor jucved 
moft pertinent, together with others that 
occurred from his own reading and obfer- 
vation. In doing this he has endeavour- 
ed tokeepclear of mere fanciful allufions, 
of which too many prefented themfelves 
in the before-nained Scotch edition; and 
to adhere as near as poitlible to the plan 
marked out in the former collection mace 
by Bifhop Lloyd; pointing out fuch pal- 
faves chiefly, where the fame hiltory or 
the fame name were introduced, the 
fame matter treated of, or fentiment ex- 
prefled, or at jeait where parallels might 
fairly be drawn; and fometiimes where 
a fiunilar ole of a particular word or ex- 
preflion tended to iliuttrate the appiica 
tion of it on another occafion. The 
number of references being thus avg- 
mented confiderably, the collection upon 
the whole will, it is hoped, be regarded 
as uleful in the light of a concordance, 
material as well as verbal, always at 
hand. 

In this flate the quarto copy wes jet 
to prefs; and the tirft proofs carefully 
collated with the copy, both text ate 
margin; after which the fecond prool 
were again read, and, generally {peahings 
the third likewife; not to mention the 
frequent revifions of proofs befides, w hich 
are common in correéting the prels. T's 
proved indeed a very tirefome and tedious 
tek; but was not more than was ablo- 
lutely necediary in order to attain the ce 
gree of accuracy that was wilhed. 
particular attention was required will 
reipe to the figures belonging to © 
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marginal references, where errors were 
continually creeping in after a manner that 
would appear highly aftonithing to thofe 
who have never been concerned in cor- 
reting multitudes of figures as they 
came from the prefs. 

When the querto flieets were printed 
of, the forms were lengthened out in or- 
der to make up the folio edition; in do- 
ing which the parts were often fo jum- 
bled together, and fuch confufion intro- 
duced, by mifplacing the references, and 
miftaking the chronology, that nothing 
elfe would fufice than a frefh collation of 
the whole with the quarto copy, and a 
repetition of almoit the fame trouble and 
care in the revilal, and in making up the 
running titles anew, as had been ufed 
before. But the editor thinks he has 
jut reafon to congratulate hindelf on the 
opportunity hereby given him of dilgo- 
vering and corre@ing fome few trivial 
inaccuracies, which in (pite of all his vi- 
gilance had efcaped his notice in the 
quarto edition. So that the folio edition 
is rendered by this fomewhat the more 
perfect of the two, and therefore more 
fit to be recommended for a ftandard copy. 

The editor humbly hopes this account 
of bis proceedings will not be unaccept- 
able to the board; and will think his 
time and pains not ill beftowed, if he 
fhall have fucceeded in his defire of gi- 
ving fatisfafiion to thofe who honoured 
him with the employment, and of con- 
tributing in any wife to God’s honour, 
and the public utility.

Ive me Jeave to fend vou a {hort ac- 

count of a minifterial convention, or 
political farce, aéted twice every year, 
though not in public, which, I am per- 
fuaded, your readers will not only think 
Very ridiculous, but unconftitutional. A 
few davs before the meeting and the 
clofe of everv feflion, an aflembly is held 
at the minitter’s own houfe, confifting 
only of a few tru(ty creatures, who are 
called together to perufe the fpeech, and 
to confider of proper perfons to move for, 
and fecond the addrefs. Thefe gentle- 
men, who are generally propofed by the 
minifterhimfelf, after felf-denying {peech, 
modeitly declining fo great an honour, 
and defiring it may be put in abler hands, 
are at laft overcome, and prevailed upon 
to undertake it. At the fame time thele

choice friends are let into the ftate of af- 
fairs, as far as is neceflury, and inttrv@- 
ed what to fay in cafe of a debate upon 
feveral particular points. But to refume 
the bufineis of the addrefs ; which per- 
haps is likewife drawn up and fettled 
long before they met, as well as the 
fpeech; for it has been the practice of 
fome late minifters, not only to put 
whatever they think fit into their mafter’s 
mouth, (which is commonly a panegyric 
on themlelves, or, at leait, a juftifica- 
tion of their meafures), but likewife do 
the fame office for the whole houfe, and 
make them echo back the fubitance of it 
by way of addreis. When thefe points 
are fettied in the minifterial cabinet, a 
general aflembly of all the well-aifeted 
is fummoned to meet a day or two after- 
wards at the Cock-pit, where the fame 
farce is acted over again, in a more cir- 
cumftantial and ferious manner. The 
minifter produces a copy, which being 
read, and approved, with great applaufe, 
it is refolved, sem. com. to promote a loy- 
al addrefs, not only to return thanks for 
fo gracious a {peech, but to applaud the 
wifdom of the meafures it contains, and 
to aflure the King of their chearful con- 
currence to any fupplies that may be 
judged neceffary in the prefent exigency 
of affairs. In this manner, deviating 
from the ancient practice of parliament, 
which confifted only in returning thanks 
for the {peech in general; whereas this is 
a previous engagement to fatisfy all the 
demands of a court: and though it may 
be underftood at home to be only a com- 
pliment of courfe, it certainly mutt carry 
a different afpeét abroad, and looks as if 
the parliament had, in a lump, approved 
all meafures of adminiftration. Then 
the perfons agreed upon before to move 
and fecond this addrefs, are propofed by 
another worthy gentleman, who is like- 
wife let into the fecret, and unani- 
moufly approved, Here again they mo- 
deftly decline it, as if there had been no 
previous meeting, and again, with great 
importunity, aré prevailed upon to accept 
it.—What makes this fcene {till more di- 
verting, is, that when the C ; re- 
turn to their own houle from the houfe of 
Lords, after the fpeech is made there, the 
Speaker al ways tells them, in a formal nian- 
ner, “*thathe hath, with great difficulty, 
obtained a copy of it ;” when above half 
the members, perhaps, had feen or 

heard it read a day or two before.

Set. I. The law, and its immediate con- 

HE preateft good competent to man’s 

nature, ts the love of mankind. 

The confequences of this law are, 

That the good of communities, or 
of mankind, is hkewile that of the indi- 
vidual. 

2. That in the works of God the 
whole te preferved bv that which con{t- 
tutes the good of the part, and that there 
is no happinefys of the part confiftent with 
whats hartfal to the whole. 

. Thot the greateft fervice which be- 
nevolent men can render to their fellow- 
creatures, is to promote difintereftednefs 
and cancour. 

4. That thinos are to be eftimated, in- 
cependently of opinion, or temporary fa- 
fon, by their tendency to the good of 
mankind. 

This law may be applied feparately 
to the mind, and to external adtions. 


Set. IT. 


Happiness and mifery, good and e- 
vil, are qualities of mind. 

In thele qualities, the diftin@ion of 
ripht and wrong fu: Sifts. 

This diftin@ion is to be found in the 
Oppofition of benevolence to malice, of 
wiidom to folly, of courage to fear, and 
of rational occupation to fenfuality and 
Gillipation,. 

The fundamental law of morality re- 
Cures an atletion determinate tn its na- 
ture, but indefinite in refpe@ to its ob-

The affetion is conftituted by a dif- 
pofition compaffionate and #enevolent. 

_ Do one complain, that this law 
Prefents an obje& beyond the conception 


Application to the mind. 
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of moit men, and beyond the influence of 
anv fingle man. 

It requires nothing beyond thefe li- 
mits; but it requires, that a man fhould 
love where-ever he conceives a fellow- 
creature fulceptible of hanpinets or mi- 
ferv, and thit he fhould do good where- 
ever he hes influence. 

This ath-étion being an aétive principle, 
requires, or infpires, all the qualities 
which are requifite to attain its end, or 
all the qualities which fit one man to pro- 
cure the good of another. 

Among thele gu ‘ities, next to the af- 
feétion itielf, wildom occupies the princi- 
pal place. 

Good intentions have 
properly condu‘ted. 

Good intentions, when mifled, or ab- 
ufed, end in difgutt, a diftafte, to 
good a@ions. 

This affection requires courage and fore 
titude; for weak and timerous minds are 
too much occupied about their own fafe- 
ty, to entertain any fincere or vigorous 
affeftion. 

It requires temperance; for men ad- 
didted to fentuality or difipation, ave not 
capable of continued or ferious attach- 
nents. 

This affe@ion, when fincere and ar- 
dent, naturally occupies the mind to the 
exclufion of inferior pleafures, of perfoe 
nal anxieties and fears; and is therefore 
a principle of temperance and fortitude. 

The mind that poflefles itfelf, and its 
beft atle¢tions, uncifturbed by external 
circumflances. mult poffefs continual fa- 
tisfa@tion, uninterrupted by any of the 
unhappy paflions that effié the malicious, 
the envious, the timorous, the jealous, 
the interefted, the emulous, the vain- 
glorious, and the ambitious. 

Such men are either by their tempers 
unhappy, or by their purfuits expofed to 
enna and mortificatione, and 
engaged in jealouly, and enmity to their 
fellow -creatures.

EXTERNAL aétions, confidered apart 
from aticétion, or intention of mind, are 
mere movements of the body, conftitue 
ting neither enjoyment nor tuffering, good 
nor evil. 

But atieAtien or intention being good 
or evil, it follows, that the fame law of 

morality which requires or forbids the af- 
fe&ion, mutt likewife require or forbid 
the

the external condu@ that is fuppofed to 
rejult from it. 

The law which requires the love of 
rmankind, fupported by wifdom, courage, 
and temperance, likewile requires every 
external a@tion that is fuited to this affece 
tion, and to thele qualifications. 

The law that prohibits malice, remifl- 
nefs, cowardice, or intemperance, pro- 
hibits likewife every external effet of 
thefe charaéters. 


SeA. TV. Diverfity of opinions concern. 
ing the morality of external ations. 

THE difference of moral good and evil 
cannot be afcertarned in the defcription 
of mere external actions. 

Adtions materially the fame, are in one 
cale morally pood, in another cafe mo- 
rally evil. Men are not univerfally a- 
greed concerning the eétions which they 
require or prohibit in any cale whatever. 
What is reckoned innocent or praife- 
worthy in one country, 1s reckoned a 
heinous otence in another. The defini- 
tions of theft, murder, or treafon, are 
diferent in the laws of different coun- 
tries. 

The terms of exprefiing the external 
Cuties of men in one language, have not 
a preciie equivalent in another,

THIS diverfity does not arife from any 
A flerence of opinion, or experience, con- 
cerning the nature of good or ill atfe@tions 
and difpofitions, 

All mankind are agreed, that beneyo- 
lence and courage are pleafant, that ma- 
lice and cowardice are painful ; and if it 
fhould be alledged, that any number of 
men are of contrary opinions, yet every 
mnidivicual may, from bis own experience, 
correct the error. 

This diverfity proceeds from three diffe- 
rent caufes: 

1. The difference of the cafe. 

2. The different choice of the parties 
who are atle@ed by the external a@tions. 

3. The different interpretation of ac- 
tions. 

Se&t. VI. Difference of the cafe. 

Casts change with the perfon, and 
with circumitances. 

An adion materially the fame is per- 
mitted to one perfon, and forbidden te 
another: It is the duty of a magiftrate to 
put the guilty to death; this would be 
criminal in a private party. 

A perfon may kill in his own defence, 
but not in different circumitances.

THE different choice of parties inte. 
reited in the effect of any ection, arile; 
from opinion. 

One perfon believes that to be pood 
for himfelf, which another perfon beheves 
to be evil. In their requifition of bene- 
ficent actions, they differ accordingly ; 
One man :equires as a favour what ano- 
ther would refent as an injury. 

There is no external ¢ff-4 of which 
men may not entertain contradidory o- 
pinions, even of life and of death. 

The father among the Efqui:naux re- 
Quires, at a certain age, that his own 
children fhould put him to death. 

The widow in Europe defires to 
have a good fettlement made by her de. 
cealed hufband: in India, fhe defires to 
be burnt on his funeral pile. 

In every cafe, aétions are required as 
the effets or expreflions of kindnefs and 
repard.

IN many initances, external actions 
are, in their own nature, inditlerent, or 
of no effect; but are the eftablifhed fgns 
and expreflions of negleét or atienton, 
of good or of ill will, or of fome atiection 
or diipofition. 

Such are many religious rites in every 
country, and many ceremonies oblerved 
in common life. Even aétious of more 
confequence, are frequently more re- 
gaided on account of their meaning, 
than on account of any other eticc. 

So far as aétions are mere exprefiions, 
the choice of them, like that of words, \é 
perfeatly arbitrary ; and nations may dil- 
fer from each other in their external 
obfervances, as they do in their {peech, 
without any inconvenience whetever 
One nation commends what another cons 
demmns, merely becaufe they interpret the 
fame, or a like adtion, differentiy. 

The diverfities of manners arifing ro 
difference of choice or interpretation 
render it difficult to judge of the ments 
or perlonal qualities of men, in ages 
nations remote from each other. 

The vulgar are able to interpret oly

Difference of interpretation, 
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the manners Of their own condition and 
country; thew commonly mittake thofe 
of a different rank, or of foreigners. 

There isin’ fa& nothing in external 
manners which opinion may not render 
agreeable or dlifagreeable; and the opi- 
nion of one country is not the rule or 
fandard by which to judge of the man- 
ners of another. 

The definitions of crimes vary in the 
law of different countries ; becaufle dif- 
ferent overt aéts are ipecified as the marks 
of guilt. 

Terins of praife or blame, have not 
their precife equivalent in ditferent lan- 
guages; becauie men combine varioufly, 
under different terms, the circum(tances 
from which they infer merit or demerit. 

This is confiltent with a perfed apree- 
ment of opinion concerning any of thofe 
circumftances apart.

Fundamental laws of external 


1. IN matters indifferent, we ought 
toobierve the manners of our country, 
as we {peak its language, or wear its 
crets, 

2. In matters of importance, we ought 
to chufe what is for the good of mankind, 
IN Oppofition to opinion and cuttom. 

Thus we ought to do whatever tends 
to promote goodnefs, to prevent corrup- 
tion, and to fecure the rights of man- 
kind; end to avoid whatever tends to 
corrupt or to feduce, and whatever tends 
to inske way for oppreflion. 

When the habits or affe@tions of men 
change for the better or the worfe, they 
unprove or degenerate. 

When their cuftoms change from what 
is innocent, or beneficial to mankind, to 
What is pernicious, they are faid not to 
undergo a change of manners merely, 
but to be depraved. 

It they fhould be ignorant of the ten- 
dency of their own pernicious cuftoms 
enc manners, even this ignorance would 
be an article of depravity.

wich external actions are required or

Tie fanéion of any law, is the pood 
Orill annexed to the oblervence, or to 
the nepleét, of it. 

The fan@ion of the fundamental law 
“1 Morality is, that the obfervance of it 
is happinefs, end the negleét milery. 

The fan@ion of this law tn every ap-

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plication is, that to obferve it is to a& 
the part of a happy man; to negleét it, 
is to aét the part of a wretched man. 

Thefe fanGions, when referred to ex- 
ternal ations merely, come under two 
heads : 

1. The fan@ion of compulfory law.

The fanections of compulfory law are, 
anv forcible means employed by men to 
vindicate their own rights, or thole of o- 
thers. 

The fan@ions of duty are, any confi- 
derations that determine from 
choice, to act properly. 


Set. XI. Of parties to whom the laws 
of morality refer. 

THE law of morality may be referred 
to the condu@ of fingle parties, or to 
that of colleAive bodies. 

The condu& of fingle parties is requi- 
red, or prohibited, under the fpecial 
fanions of compulfory law, or under 
the fandtions of duty. 

Condué required or prohibited under 
the fanétion of compultory law, is the 
fubjeet of jurifprudence. 

Condudt required or prohibited under 
the fanétion of duty, is the fubject of ca- 
fuiltry. 

Condu& prohibited or required of men 
in what aife€ts the ftate and form of their 
community, is the fubjeét of politics. 

Communities flated in their relation to 
each other, are to be confidered as fingle 
parties.

Mr Wilkes, ‘therefore, is not intitled 
to anv extr-orclinary favour on the pre- 
fent occ hon, ffrom the plea of his having 
been the objeG} of extraordinary feverity; 
he is, however, mott certainly intitled to 
thet juftice which is due to every man; 
aid which we ought to be more particu- 
lorly careful prelerve, in an inflance 
where pation and prejudice may both 

concur in the violation of it. In confe- 
quence of thele principles, I oppole the 
motion; and at J did not, I fhould com- 
mit a capital ippuitice. 

J know that the houfe has a right to 
inquire toto the conduct of its members, 
and to expel them, according to the law 
of parliament, which is part) of the law 
of the land: but, in my opinion, the 
propefition before us is not conformable 
to the law of parliament, to the practice 
of any other court of juilice, nor to the 
unalterable principles of natural equity ;

My fentiments of Mr Wilkes are the 
fame now that they have long been, but 
it cennot be denied that he ts become an 
object of popular favour. The temper 
of the people has indeed appeared to be 
diforderty and licentious, fpurning at all 
jaw'ul authority; the reverence due to 
parliament, and the confidence repoled 
in this houfe, are vifibly diminifhed ; and 

oder thele cireumftances it certainly be- 
hoves us to be doubly cautious not to ex- 
ceed the ttri@elt bounds of the law and 
contitutions; it behoves us to conciliate 
the heated minds of men, by temper 
and difcretion, rather than inflame them 
by new feuel. If we look a very little 
back into cur own hbittory, we fhall fee 
fome of the ableit miniiters, and the moft 
victorious generals, that any age could 
boatt, difpraced and overturned, in the 
mid{t of their fuccefs and triumph, by a 
popular clamour of the danger of the 
church.

lous believe them, When be comes hi- 
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ther, they will be difappointed; difap- 
pointment will be followed by difgutt and 
anger at having been fo grofsly deceived 5 
and probably the tide of popular preju- 
dice will be turned. 

But let us look a little forward, and 
fee in what difficulties a concurrence in 
the prefent meafure will involve us. Me 
Wilkes will certainly be re-ele@ted; you 
will expel apain, and he will be again 
returued. What is to be done then, and 
how is fo difpraceful a conteit to termi- 
nate? You mutt either refule to iffue a 
new writ, which will deprive the free 
holders of a preat county of the nght of 
chufing anv other reprefentative duving 
the whole term of parliament, for no o- 
ther criine than rechuting a man whom 
you had cenlured and expelled; or you 
mutt bring into the houfe, as a knight of 
the thire, a man chofen by a few voters 
only, contrary to the fenfe of a great 
Majority, upon fuppofition that the votes 
for Mr Wilkes are thrown away. The 
firft expedicnt feems to be wholly inequi- 
table; and of the laft we have nota 
fingle precedent; and if any reafonable 
doubt can be entertained of its legality, 
the attempt will be highly alarming and 
dangerous. Are thefe then the proper 
ezpedients to reftrain the fpirit of fa@tion 
and diforder ? A wile g overnment knows 
bow to enforce with temper, and con 
ciate with dignity; a wesk one is in 

he former odious, and in the latter con- 
temptible. By conciliation, I do not 
mean a blind and bale compliance with 
popular opimions, Contrary to our honour 
and juftice ; I mean a cool ard temperate 
condudt, uninoved with pofion or with 
preyudice. Many extravepancies com- 
mitted by Mr Wilkes and his adherents 
have been urgec, and even magnified, as 
if thev could juitity any extravagance of 
power torepreis them. It has been afk- 
ed, Are thefe offences to P fs unpunifh- 
ed? and are we not to vindicate our own 
credit, as well as that of the govern- 
ment? Have I been an edvocate for their 
pailing unpunilhed? have I Ropped, or 
nepiedied to epiorce, the cenlure of the 
jaw ? Was he vot profecuted, tried, and 
convidted? and when he left the kingdom 
to avoid his jentence, was he not out- 
lawed ? Let me go farther: Had Nir 
Wilkes ventured to return home while 
had the bonour to be intrufed with the 
executive powers of the ftate, he fhouid 
not have remained out of cuftedy four 
and tweniy hours, without fubmitting 
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hiofelf to the juftice or mercy of the 
King, whom he had fo prievonfly offend- 
ed.

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ple afflembled for the purpofe, it was 
found expedient to difpatch the poor 


wretches immediately, as it grew dan- 
gerous ftaying any longer. Accordingly 
they were hanged diredtly ; but fo low as 
fcarce to be vilible above the heads of the 
[pectators, which occafioned their bein Bs 
hung a full quarter of an hour before the 
execution was generally known. The 
mob then ruthed in, cut down the crimi- 
nals, and carried the gisbet before Mr 
Cnauvet’s door, where they feemed de- 
termined to burn it, after they had de- 
ftroyed every window and pane of glafs 
in and about hishoufe; and in this fitua- 
tion things remained for fome time. 

The following is the declaration of 
Doyle, literally as it was Ipoken by him- 
felf, aud as it was delivered by him into 
the hands of the fheriff. ‘+ I John Doyle 
do hereby declare as my lafl dying words, 
in the prefence of my Almighty God, 
that Iam as innocent of the faét l am 
now to die for as the child unborn. Let 
my blood Jay to that wicked inan who has 
purchaled it with pold, and them noto- 
rious wretches who {wore it faliely away.” 
Valleine Jikewite perfilted in his in- 
nocence to his lateit moments. 

The theritis pave trict orders to the 
executioner, neither to (trip the unhappy 
futferers, nor to compound for their 
cloaths, but to deliver them to their 
friends, and they would pay him for 
them. 

During the difturbances, Mr Sheriff 
Sawbridge, addrefled the rioters ina very 
pathetic fpeech, in which he aflured 
them, that as his humanity had excited 
him to take every proper flep in bis power 
to fave the lives of the unhappy criminals, 
yet, as it was thought necefiary to make 
them a public example, bis duty obliped 
lim to fee the laws of his couutry pro- 
perly executed, which he was determined 
to do, even if he lott his life in the un- 
dertaking.”

ing floped the contrary way to the Italic 
chara@er, though in other refpeéts like the 
Roman, but with fundry peculiarities.

Whereas fre quent complaints bave beea 
made againft the corporation of Surgeons 
for not having fufficiently attended to the 
qualifications of fuch perfons as lave fet 
tied as furgeons within the limits which 
they are particularly authorifed and re 
quired to infpe@, by their charters, 2° 
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ats of parliament, whereby fome fatal 
accidents have happened, and mang peo- 
ple have fuffered from want of timely 
alliftance, from the fear of trufting them- 
felves in the hands of furgeons of whole 
knowledge they had no proof: The 
Corporation, juftly alarmed by thefe con- 
fiderations, and thinking themfelves bound 
in duty and humanity to endeavour to pre- 
vent, as much as poffible, the like misfor- 
tunes in time coming, have thought it pro- 
per, that both the public aud thofe practi- 
tioners fhould be informed, that by a char- 
ter from K. William and Q. Mary in 1694, 
ratified by aét of parliament in the vear 
following, fetting forth, how neceflary 
it was for the healths and lives of their 
fubje&ts, that they fhould not be impoled 
upon by the ignorance of fuch as adven- 
ture to practife in furgery and pharmacy 
without any trial; and therefore ordaining, 
That no perfon thall pra@&ife furgery or 
pharmacy within the city of Edinburgh, 
the three Lothians, the counties of Fife, 
Peebles, Selkirk, Roxburgh, and Ber- 
wick, but fuch as have been firft exami- 
ned and approved of by the College of 
Surgeons of Edinburgh, and have their 
teftimonial under their feal and clerk’s 
hand to that effeét ; therefore tiie Cor- 
poration have refolved to put the powers 
intru{ted to them into execution, againil 
all unlicenfed pra¢titioners.
